said Reed. "There isn't any doubt 
about it. -The recent 14 per cent in- 
crease in miners' wages will be put 
on the price of coal as eoon as the 
goveinmcnt releases its supervision, 
.lust how high prices will go depends 
on the extent 
to which further in- 


creases will be granted. All increases 
in wages xvill be put on the price of 
coal." 


Half Million Miners

coal miners in the United States. Fig- 
uring that they receive an average of 
5"i a day for 200 working days a year., 
central government cannot 
restore the total amount in wages paid to 
order then the allied forces will take 
charge of the situation.

ed up with bhoes and pillows. When 
questioned, the prisoners denied all 
knowledge of the circumstances and 
maintained that they had not made 
an altempt to escape.

England is more concerned about the 
possible clIVcls of throwing the Turk out 
of Constantinople than other nations, 
since England has under her sway mil- 
lions of Mohanin:cd;:ns who. il is said, 
will be disturbed if the sultan, bead of 
Hie Mohammedan faith, is ejected from 
the "Holy Cily."

solution ami the greatest solution that 
should be made lo the Turk. The good 


faith of the statesmen of the allied coun- 
tries can be judged by whether or not 
they accept it. Constantinople should 
not be left to the Turk if Ihc peace of the 
world is lo be safe-guarded. 


Quo of Ihe lirsl diplomatic acts of Sec- 


retary of Stale Colby is the preparation 
of a note to Ihe allied supreme council 
which realfinns Ihe original position of 
Ihe United States that Ihe Turks shall be 
expelled from Europe irrespective of the 
political complications which threaten a 
different policy. There is only one course 
for this country to pursue and that is lo 
insist, so far as its power and influence 
go. that southeastern Europe be cleansed 
of the malign effects of Turkish author- 
ity and influence. The United Stales 
may even demand thai Stamboul be de- 
nied lo the Turks with perfect cousisl- 
cncv. 


THE PRESIDENTIAL 
SITUATION 


Notwithstanding the apparent 'prog- 


ress of Ihe "Wood candidacy for presi- 
dent, as well as the strength of Governor 
Lowdcn. the fact is that Herbert Hoover 
remains the most interesting figure in the 
field. The politicians profess lo lake lil- 
llc account of the Hoover movement, but 
this obviously is because they are not in 
sympathy with il. The former food ad- 
ministrator is not viewed with favor by 
the bosses of cither parly. 
Mr. Bryan 


looks upon him as an impossible nomin- 
ation for the Democrats, and Mr. Pen- 
rose says he cannot be considered as a 
Republican possibility. In the meantime 
Mr. Hoover's party inclination seems lo 
be as much a mystery as ever. 


No one can say whether Mr. Hoover as- 


pires lo the presidency or not. If be 
docs 
lie unquestionably could 
have 


brightened the prospects of realizing this 
ambition by identifying himself with one 
of the great parlies. For some reason or 
other, in spite of his aversion lo commit- 
ting himself in a parly way, he seems 
lo have a peculiar and strong hold upon 
the popular imagination. He is the only 
discussed candidate for whom there is a 
spontaneous popular demand. The sen- 
timent for General \Yood has been large- 
ly manufactured, while the popularity 
machines of the other candidates are in- 
dustriously engaged in turning out their 
product. 


As the situation stands today Mr. Hoo- 


ver, were he the candidate of Ihe Repub- 
lican party, would sweep the country. 
He would poll a larger vote, we think, 
than any other man whose name has thus 
far been mentioned in connection with 
the presidency. However, there docs not 
appear to be any likelihood of his re- 
ceiving the Republican nomination even 
if he were to declare himself a member 
of that party. The organization does not 
want him. and unfortunately public 
opinion docs not control Ihe organiza- 
tion. The candidate must first puss ex- 
amination by the parly leaders before he 
can have any real standing before Ihc 
convention. That is the rule, and while 
Ihere arc cxceplions to all rules this is 
one that docs not oflcn occur in politics. 


Mr. Hoover as the nominee of the Dem- 


ocratic parly would be a formidable can- 
.didatc, but not nearly so strong as the 
Republican nominee. He might have a 
chance of election, depending upon the 
weakness of Ihe Republican choice and 
Ihc changing of the national drift toward 
Ihc Republican parly between now and 
November, but these arc contingencies 
upon which speculation cannot place 
much reliance. There is some lalk of Ihc 
possibility of Hoover running as an Inde- 
pendent candidate, but we do not think 
that is lo be' la ken seriously. 
Although 


Ihe differences between Ihe Republican 
and Democratic parlies arc so hazy that 
no one today can identify the policies of 
cilhcr. Ihc Irulh is Ihc people want a Re- 
publican president and they arc more 
concerned about Ihc man lo be nominat- 
ed than they arc about Ihc ply I form lo 
be enunciated.

Xirvv York.—There are not enough figures on 


a typewriter to indicate what the United States 
pays for its annual array of holidays. 


In both money and-time, the high cost of 


loafing mounts in a year to sums too great to 
conceive or to rows of figures too long to read. 


Statistics sharks, however, have managed to 


gather data that may come xvithin a few mil- 
lion dollars of the correct mark, and may not 
miss tho tofal time lost by much more than a 
couple of centuries. 


Here are some of the 
facts 
well-informed 


mathematicians point to as proving their point 
• hat America would be richer by a few trillion 
-dollars if the public took fewer' "off days." 


During 1920 the almanacs list just 9 national 


holidays, generally observed throughout every 
state, and none of which falls on a Saturday. In 
addition, there arc half-holidays observed on 
Saturdays in most states, enough, they say. to 
amount to 2G whole holidays. In all. then, there 
are 35 whole holidays on which office workers, 
-store clerks, teachers and toilers in dozens of 
other lines cease work. 


Take for example an oflico of 100 
persons. 


Thirty-five halidays aro sranJcd each employe, 
making in all :',,500 days for ihe office force, not 
counting Sundays. This sum amounts to' a lit- 
tlo more than i 1 years, therefore, for each office 
of 100 days.

ployos at $?.n. simple arithmetic will show the 
loss to the one employer for the 31 years is Sl.- 
7ir,.000. To this sum must be added wages lost 
by union workers whose p*y is reckoned on a 
time basis: loss becaus-e of no production; lo'W 
in manufacturing plam* w«re steam ninst he 
kep; up and overhead expenses go on regardless 
of the holiday, and to railroads and transporta- 
tion companies whose lines are over-congested 
by freight and passengers ih«> following day.

arc exempted by the commission from 
iLs general order prohibiting night 
work in factories. 
In such canning 


factories, women may be employed at 
either day or night work, but they 
must be paid at the rate of time and 
one half for .all work done after (! 
p. m., which is in excess of 8 hours 
per day. and also for all Sunday work. 
in no day, also, may women be em- 
»:G week for more than CO hours. The 
•week for more than CO hours. 
The 


canning factories also are required to 
derignate some one person who is to 
be 
charged 
with responsibility for 


the obser\ance of the commission's 
oiders, and must also keep such time 
and production records as the com- 
mission may require. Since canning 
is a seasonal industry, all canning fac- 
tories come under the provision of 
the minimum wage order, which re- 
oulres the payment of a minimum 
wage 
of 
22 cents per hour to all 


women and minor .employes. 
The 


payment 
of a rate of 2 cents per 


pound for snipping round beans and 
of 1% cents per pound for snipping 
flat beans, however, will be accepted 
as a' compliance with the minimum 
wage order. 
From the data which 


was submitted by the bean cannerp, 
the commission concludes that this 
piece rafe will yield 22 cents per 
hour or more lo women employes of 
average ability.

"I don't think," he said, "man has 


ever seen light. 
I think that light 
waves, vibrating faster than 500 .mil- 
lion times a second, are too fast to 
affect the muscles and nerves of the 
eye. I think that all matter is under- 
going decay all the time and that the 
energy waves, the electrons given off 
strike" the pigments, of the eye and 
make us 'see.' 


"That's just my own idea. I think
